Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The proposed amendments to the claims add new limitations that would require further consideration and/or search. Although 
Applicant suggests that the claims "have been amended for clarification and not in view of the prior art," and that the amendments "are 
for purposes of clarifying the claims and/or for expediting allowance of the claims and not for reasons related to patentability" (Applicant's 
remarks, page 15, first paragraph), the amendments nonetheless change the scope of the claims. For example, claim 1 now recites a 
new step of "building an activation context associated with the executable code in response to the request to load an assembly," and 
claim. 32, for example, now recites a new limitation "wherein each data store is operable to provide information to an activation context 
when executable code is executed." The proposed amendments to the claims would thus require further consideration and/or search.
